The total acreage of sn a il fruits in 
the state In 1919 was reported ut 5.008, 
with a yield of 6,165,120 quarts.

1909 there were 3,738 acres In small 
fruits, yielding 4,476,575 quarts. 
Production for the 
country 
as

w'hole fell off. 
The acreage in small 
fruits in 1919 was 249,084, with a yield 
of 325.968,000 q u arts while 1909 there 
were 272,460 acres in small fruits, 
yielding 
426,563,863 
quarts. 
Iowa 
showed a falling off in production 
from 10,344.052 quarts in 1909 to 8, 
837,293 quarts in 1919.

034,000 men, the British empire stand­ 
ing next with 1,000,000.

States stands 13th with 149,000 men in 
he regular army, exceeding only G er­ 
many, while italy has 360,000 and J a ­ 
pan 300,000 active troops. 
One thing clearly

by 
these army figures, military experts 
■tafd, was that the United States aloin! 
itnong the victor nations in the war 
item s to have completely demobilized.

organisation.

MoAIMst er was formerly manager of 
the Moscow’ factory.

Guarantee la Per Cent Profit: 
Moscow, Oct. 4—The first concession 
agreement actually completed by the 
soviet government will he signed In a 
few days with a Swedish ball bearing 
company, according to an announce­ 
ment ut the Moscow office of the com­ 
pany. 
When the remaining formali­ 
ties are completed, the company will 
begin to manufacture on the outskirts 
of Moscow ball bearings In sufficient 
quantities to supply the demand of 
Russian industry. 
Au interesting feature of the con­ 
tract is that the concern is guaranteed 
16 per cent profits. 
It is allowed to 
sell in Russia or for export, 15 per 
cent of its finished products. 
The concession amounts to this: The 
Swedish bali bearing company is going 
to work for the soviet government. 
The company provides the patents and 
factory m anagement and the govern­ 
ment provides m aterials and pays all 
expenses, 
Since 1914 the company has main­ 
tained an Importing office in Moscow, 
and before the revolution, it used to 
send annually $40,000,000 worth of ball 
bearings to Russia. 
Since the revolu­ 
tion imports have fullen to $260,000 
annually, 


ZR-2 DISASTER WAS 
ACCIDENTAL CORO­ 
NER’S JURY DECIDES 


Hull, England, Oct. 4—A verdict of 
accidental death was returned here 
today by a coroner’s jury Investigat­ 
ing the death of American Lieutenant 
Little who perished when the ZR-2, 
the world’s greatest dirigible, became 
a total wreck here Aug. 24. 
The jury found no evidence as to 
th** cause of the disaster. 
This was a test case which means 
that anyone connected with the British 
or American air service is exonerated 
from blame for the disaster which cost 
the lives of 44 British and American 
officers and men.

TRAGIC DRAMA OF 
MAN WHO SAYS HE 
HAS FORGOTTEN

Roseburg, Ore., Oct. 4. 
R oseburg^ 
own tragic dram a of Dr. Jekyl, su s­ 
pected as Mr. Hyde, will approach its 
denouem ent 
bere 
tomorrow 
when 
Dr. Richard Melvin Brumfield, once a 
popular dentist here, is scheduled to 
go on trial to answ er charges im pli­ 
cating him as the m urderer of Dennis 
Russell, herm it laborer, tile night of 
Inly 13. 
Brumfield cam e to Roseburg from 
Indiana, settied down as one of the 
city’s leading dentists, and made for 
himself an enviable niche as a social 
lion. 
He married. 
For some y m rs 
m utters went smoothly for the B rum ­ 
field family. 
Then it seemed as it ali 
Hie four-leaf clovers on iiis ranch Just 
outside the city died at once. 
His 
house burned down. 
loiter the new 
home he built also burned. 
In each 
case lie had insurance lo cover, or 
nearly to cover the loss. 
Then in* bought 
additional 
land, 
heaped added financial burdens upon 
himself until the citizens of Roseburg 
begun to regurd him as a mull who 
had the iron nerve to play the game* 
quietly, calmly, for large stakes. 
Ile 
was carrying a big load. 
He continued to mingle with the life 
of the town. 
He was the leading ex­ 
ponent of the urts, 
wus 
well-read, 
well-versed in the lore of poetry, m u­ 
sic, and literature. 
Then one night w ayfarers discover­ 
ed Brumfield’s car aflame ut the foot 
of a steep em bankm ent. 
Aid was su m ­ 
moned, aud there, beneath tile cur, 
they found a body wearing Brumfield's 
ring, his crav at pin, with his keys 
hanking in 
the automobile ignition 
lock, hut with the head blown off the 
body, 
apparently 
with 
dynamite. 
Hticks of dynam ite were found in the 
car. 
Search started for Dennis Kus- 
Hfdl as Hie m urderer of ' good ole Doc 
Brumfield." 
Almost everybody agreed it was the 
Doc s corpse, hut some began to doubt. 
An inquest was held. 
The town di­ 
vided. home said tile laxly was B rum ­ 
field's, others said it 
was R ussell's 
Men came forward who said tiiey had 
seen the two together the night of the 
m urder, and heard gun shots, had seen 
Rrumfieid 
bundling 
som ething 
that 
looked like a corpse into his autom o­ 
bile. 
The corpse was clothed in R us­ 
sell's rough working clothes. 
R us­ 
sell's letters were found in the pocket. 


The coroner decided the body was that 
of Russell and, instead of hunting for 
Russell, they began hunting for B rum ­ 
field. 
A rew ard of $2,000 wa,<i offered. 
The “Doc" was found in Calgary, 
Alberta, Canada, and 
was 
brought 
back here to face trial. 
He wras in­ 
dicted. 
But he couldn’t remember. He 
might have committed the m urder; if 
the officers said so, there m ust be 
something to it. 
On the other hand, 
it seemed to him that had he killed a 
man he should feel some remorse. He 
felt none, he said. 
He Just “couldn’t rem em ber.’’ Brum ­ 
field confessed to having had attacks 
of am nesia at recurrent intervals du r­ 
ing his life, and they had proved em ­ 
barrassing. 
And he could not explain 
why he had shipped a box of feminine 
“pretties" to himself at Seattle, under 
the nam e of “Norman W hitney"; the 
alias he assum ed while working on an 
Alberta farm prior to his arrest. 
But the authorities say his financial 
condition when he left Roseburg indi­ 
cates an entirely different story. They 
claim he was in debt to a sum ex­ 
ceeding $25,000, and that he was in­ 
sured for over $31,000. 
They discov­ 
ered, they say, that he had borrowed 
every dime he could get, had m ort­ 
gaged his real property to the limit, 
and had draw n his 
bank 
balances 
down to the last dollar. 
They say he 
attem pted to pose as a corpse so that 
the insurance money would he paid to 
his wife and his creditors would lie 
satisfied. 
He himself, ttitty say, was 
weary of tho grind and wanted free­ 
dom from care.

CONSERVATION 


By UR. WM. B. BARTON 


Competition has forced men at the 
head of nearly every business to take 
up the sluck and reduce the margin 
of waste. Treatises are written show 
ing how firms now earn their entire 
dividend out of what they formerly 
wasted. 
There are plana for the conservation 
of raw material and plans for the con­ 
servation of the finished article, and 
for its more economical merchandis­ 
ing and the better utilization of all 
the elements that enter Unto produc­ 
tion and distribution. 
But what I should like to see would 
he n better utilization of the human 
(ac mr in the investment. 
I am convinced that many a man 
could get twice as much productive 
anergy quti pl Ails qwq personality as 
he’now Sofa if ha k&ew how. 
I do not advocate* the- forking of 
mere hdurs, not the < farcing of the 
human machine at higher gear. ’ ;I 
would rater reduce the hours of labor 
and have the work done under less 
nervous strain. 
In the first place, I believe that 
work done in the early morning is 
the most productive work, 
lf a limn 
will rise early, face the day’s work 
with calm assurance that he is equal 
to the job, eat a light breakfast, and 
take up the big job while the mind 
is fresh, the back of the day s work 
may be broken before the middle of 
the forenoon. 
It is a mistake to begin the day 
with little, trivial, fretting matters. 
The hours of high courage and full 
mental and physical vigor should be 
sacred to the great tasks. 
Then I believe a man should be­ 
lieve that the day is long enough and 
that his own energy is sufficient to 
give him a successful day. He should 
use that day for all it is worth. 
When the day s work is done, he 
should quit. 
God can take care of the world un­ 
til morning. 
It is His job. 
No man is under obligation to take 
the Atlas load upon his back and hear 
it all day and all night. 
A little calm faith, a little quiet 
trust, a little assurance that "as thy 
day, so shall thy strength he" is a 
big cash asset in production. 
I am not the advocate of any pat­ 
ent correspondence course in busines 
psychology. 
But I have learned at 
some cost a few things 
that 
have 
greatly increased my own powers of j 
production, and I know that some men 
do not know them. 
They are very simple, and can be 
had for nothing except the effort and 
firm desire to possess them. 
Nearly any man can double the ef­ 
fectiveness of his own personality and 
multiply by two his own power of 
production. And what is more, he can 
do it not by added expenditure of ner­ 
vous energy, but with actual conser­ 
vation of that energy. 
The largest economic wa*te in in­ 
dustry is the waste in the human ele­ 
ment. 
It can be conserved 
and 
is 
worth conserving.

will rise early, face the day’s work 
with calm assurance that he ti equal 
to the job, eat a light breakfast, and 
take up the big Job while the mind 
Is fresh, the back of the day s work 
may be broken before th*- middle tit 
the forenoon. 
It i.s a mistake to begin the day 
with little, trivial, fretting matters. 
The hours of high courage and full 
mental and physical vigor should be 
sacred to the great tasks. 
Then I believe a man should be­ 
lieve that the day is long enough and 
that his own energy is suffit lent to 
give him a successful day. 
He should 
use that day for all It is worth. 
When the day s work is done, he 
should quit. 
God can take care of the world u n ­ 
til morning, 
It is His job. 
No man Is under obligation to ta* e 
the Atlas lead upon his ha* k and bear 
it ail day and all night. 
A little calm faith, a little quiet 
trust, a little assurance that "ss thy 
day, so shall thy strength tie" is a 
big cash asset in production. 
I am not the advocate of any p at­ 
ent correspondence course in business 
psychology.

nutritious food, fresh air, sufficient 
sleep, lack of worry,and overwork and 
that they have not been subjected to 
the depressing effects of otlfbj infec­

diseases,

monia, etc., whereby their resistance 
to the tubercle bacillus and its poison 
has been diminished.
